SUBJZCT ; Vaccination against Smallpox, 


1. Reference is made to Memorandum Number (SCAPIN-610) dated 
16 January 1946, Subject: "Smrllpox Vaccination of Javanese civilians". 


2. The incidence of smallpox among the inhabitants of Japen 
has not decreased to the extent that could normally be anticipated 
had proper vaccination technique been employed, in view of the emount 
of vaccine used and the number of persons vaccinated, 


3. Investigation has disclosed serious defects in veccination 
technique, evidenced by the fact that numerous patients presently 
suffering from smallpox claim to have deen vaccinatod within the past 
two months. It has been discovered that alcohol or solutions of 
ohenol far in oxcess of permissible strength ere being used for clean- 
ing the skin prior to vaccination, thus destroying the active virus 
and nullifying the effect of the entire vaccination procedure. 


‘ 4. The use of alcohol or phenol solution for the cleaning of 
the skin prior to smallpox vaccination is prohibited. «Acetone will 
be used for this purpose or; in case of noeessity, soap end watocr. 


5. The Impsriel Jepancse Government will require ell Japenese 
netionals to appeer for reveccinetion egeinst smellpox. <-=11 indivi- 
duels will be revaccinstod who do not show satisfactory evidence 
of a successful vaccination since 1 Februery 1946. 


6. #dequete stocks of vaccine and acetone have been determined 
to be eveilable. The Imperial Javenése “*overnnent will distribute 
the neccssery supplies to the several profcetures es needed, 


7. The above sorvices, or the meterials n-cessery for the edmin- 
istration therof; will be nade available to foreign netionals presently 
resident in Japan, 


8, This progrem will be complctod by 25 May 1946, A written
